PRESIDENT DE GAULLE'S BE- 
havior while a guest in Canada 
has in terms of diplomatic protocol 
been inexcusable and in terms of 
ordinary good manners inexplicable.

Congratulations to Mrs. Patterson for 


her article on Home Nursing Services. I 
am sure that a far greater effort should 
and could be made to give a lift to home 
nursing care. I offer here two suge 
gestions among the many problems 
posed : —¥ 

First: The training in schoel hours, 
from.Grade 9 up, of a recognized Corps 


of Home-Keepers, both boys and girls, to 
help run the usual household of the sick- 
at-home person, especially of the wage 
earner or mother.

Yet this great discovery at Thera is 
really less sensational — it had indeed 
been predicted for a good may years — 
than some others that have not made 
headlines. Consider, to begin with, the 
Tartaria tablets, found at a site of that

These have really set the prehistor- 
ians by the ears; for these tablets from 
what appears to be a deep sacrificial pit 
are covered with signs that can only be 
writing. And this is writing at the wrong 
time, and in the wrong place. 


Dawn of Civilization 


All prehistorians have always agreed 
that the dawn of civilization occurred in 
the Middle East, in the Tigris-Euphrates 
basin and delta, Here, too, all have 
agreed, was the first writing — the pro- 


tocuneiform on the tablets from Jemdet - 


Nasr and Uruk, with a date a bit before 
3000 B.C. But the Tartaria tablets, with 
their not dissimilar signs, come from 
Southeastern Europe and have a carbon- 
14 date a bit before 4000 B.C. 

Nothing, one might suppose, could be 
more disconcerting. But in fact the 
explorers of the remote human past have 
been even more disconcerted by the 
discovery of what can only be called a 
very primitive city at the Mound of 
Turkey. The discoverer was the English 
archeologist, James Mellaart, who has 
just published a book about it. 

Catal Huyuk bristles with firsts, all of 
them three millennia and more too early 
by the normal reckoning. The city began 
before 6000 B.C, The people made 
pottery — although the nich preferred 
their more luxurious wooden vessels, as 
rich people nowadays prefer porcelain to 
plastic. ‘They also smelted lead and 
perhaps copper, although they used 
obsidian for weapons and metal only 
very rarely and exclusively for jewelry, 

They had.a complex cult, and their 
temples display the world’s first archi- 
tecture, with frescoes, clay-sculptures in 
low and high‘relief and an established 
vocabulary of ornament. (One item in 


they were united, or one of two great 
powers possessing the will, could put the 
world in order again, In the last analysis 
each of the great powers believes in the 
paramount political influence of material 

The United Nations was formed by 
men who thought that the wartime 
alliance of Great Britain, the Soviet 
Union and the United States and, by 
courtesy, of France and China would 
police the world in the future. This hope 
was dashed because Britain, France-and 
China were not really great powers and 
because the Soviet Union and the United 
States became engaged in the cold war. 


Shattered Concept 


The original United Nations was 
inspired by the belief then held in the 
Western world that the United States, 
plus Winston Churchill’s Great Britain, 
could compel the Soviet Union to co- 
operate in the government of the world. 
But Great Britain host control of her 
empire, which became the theatre of 
great disorders. The Soviet Union lost 
effective control over its satellites. The 
United States found itself unable to rule 
the world in Asia; Africa or South 
America. 

Yet always the dream of world 
government by the great powers has 
haunted the foreign offices much as the 
ghost of the Roman Empire haunted the 
Middle Ages. The critical problem of the 
contemporary world is that we have not 
found any substitute for that ghost—for 
the memory of the imperial order in 
which the great powers once governed 
the world. The practical problem of our 
time is how, since the great powers 
cannot. govern the- world, they can

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Anatomy of a Race Riot

PLAINFIELD, N.J.—This city is one-tenth the 
size of Newark, but no one involved in its five days of 
terror doubts that the potential for carnage was equal 


or greater than Newark’s. 


The savage fatal beating of a policeman by a 
mob of young Negroes a week ago Sunday testified 
to the depths of hatred that threatened to explode, 


*On the Monday, Plainfield 
confronted almost certain 
disaster. Facing each other 
across.Central_Avenue.—boun- 
dary of the Negro grea—were 
armed blacks and armed 
whites, each determined to 
destroy the other. 

But the battle never hap- 
pened. The following account 
is the inside story of how 
wholesale manslaughter was 
averted in Plainfield and the 
price that had to be paid to do 
it. 

The buildup of tension 
began Friday night. Riot fever | 
was in the air. 

Just 17 miles to the west in 
Newark, the brothers were 
shooting it out with whitey 
and the smell of exultation” 
carried across Route 22 and 
into the west end. Negro 
ghetto. It mingled with the 
scent of hamburger over the 
White Tower -on West Front 
Street, and descended on a 
gathering of hooting, shout- 
ing teen-age Negro boys and 
girls in the adjacent parking 
lot.

Negroes trapped a white 
poli¢eman outside a grocery 
store on Plainfield Avenue.

He died 45 ‘minutes 
later.

Sills had kept his 
side of the bargain by- going in 
there and exposing himself to 
those people with no protec- 
tion; And nobody threw a 
rock. That was progress.” 

Still, no one was sure the 
shooting would not start any 
minute. Back outside the 
perimeter, city and state 
officials, and James Norton, a 
federal community relation 
service official, retired to city 
hal to prepare a. public 
statement on the day's devel- 
opments. \ 

At 9:50 a young Negro 
wearing a pork-pie rain hat 
and sport. shirt burst into the 
lobby. “If those men are not 
released in 45 minutes, there's 
a lot of lives going to be 
lost!’ he shouted. 

A few reporters waiting in 
the lobby stared in disbelief. 
Everett Lattimore, a Negro 
city councilman said, “You 
can believe him, I know this 
guy and he speaks with

Threat to Tear City Apart 


“The people in the com- 
munity want those people who 
are charged with minor 
offenses, like looting, released 
on their own recognizance,” 
said the young man, who 
identified -himself as Lenny 
Catheart, 29. “If not, they're 
going to tear this city apart in 
45 minutes. I know what these 
guys are capable of.” 

Cathcart was ushered inside 
the conference room.

4:30 a.m., 12 people were 
driven by car to Central 
Avenue, given: a ‘‘debriefing’”’ 
by McDonald and released. 
Whitey had kept his word. So 
had the young militants. 
Plainfield was, quiet Monday 
night and Tuesday morning.

SPACE 
FLIGHT 
RISKS

WASHINGTON — Astro 
nauts venturing to other 
planets would be exposed to 
radiation well above the 
amount considered hazardous 
on earth, a panel of the 
prestigious National Academy 
of Sciences has reported. 

But gains from the flights 
should -be balanced against 
risks to the men who make 
them,-aceording 40-a-274-page 
report by the academy's 
space radiation study panel on 
“radiobiological factors in 
manned space flight.” 

The radiation comes. from 
the cosmic rays that fill this 
galaxy, from flares on the sun 
and from belts of trapped 
radiation like the Van Allen 
belts around earth. Cosmic 
rays alone would provide 
more than the amount of 
radiation seen as safe on 
earth and the solar flares 
would be most hazardous of 
all. 

But radiation is “only one of 
accepted potential risks’’ to 
space flight, the pane] said. 

“Individual astronauts are 
carefully selected for their 
special skills and motivation. 
The application of existing 
standards ... would ‘unduly 

_ limit the ability of this small 
group of specialists to achieve 
their objectives.” 

For one thing, the panel 
said, Earth’s standards are 
based on occupational life- 
times of up to 40 years, and 
the longest flight considered 
in the report was three 
years—enough for a round 
trip to Mars or Venus. 

Accepting the higher radia- 
tion exposures could mean 
these things to the astronauts, 
the panel said: 

@ “It should certainly be 
recommended” that they 
avoid fathering children for 
some two months after their 
return, to lessen the chance of 
having abnormal! children. 

@ They can ‘expect 
shorter lives, with an increas- 
ed chance of cancer. 

@ They may suffer other 
delayed effects, such as 
eataracts of the eyes or 
permanent skin damage. 

The report stresses the 
many unknowns of the effects 
of radiation and notes that 
these earth standards are 
defined “in terms of the worst 
possible conditions." 

Realistic weighing of the 
risks of flights into deep space 
will require more study, the 
panel added, noting that the 
Russians appear to have given 
more emphasis to the problem 
than the Americans.

TUNIS (Reuters) — Casa- 
novas in Tunisia, where Islam is 
the state religion, now risk a 
prison sentence as courts. be- 
come more stern in cases 
involving ‘immoral behavior.” 

As these cases increase, 
newspapers frequently publish 
reports of court sentences on 
seducers or men who fail to 
keep their marriage vows. Some 
unfaithful wives also go- to 
prison. 

In one of the most serious 
eases, a grandfather fell in love 
with his married granddaughter 
and she with him. He was sent 
to prison for five years._ : 

A photographer who had a 
love affair with a girl after 
she “provocatively” walked into’ 
his studio was accused by her 
later of failing to keep his prom- 
ise to marry her and was im- 
prisoned for three months. 

In another case a young 
Tunisian who approached a 
foreign girl tourist in the street
